HOW PAPER IS MADE

William R. Stewart in his article on
“Paper and Its Manufacture” in the
October issue of the Technical World
magazine describes the process briefly
as follows:

“In its broad outline the process of
papermaking may be described as col-
lecting the raw material (pulp,)

. whether made from wood, rags or

I other substances, diluting with water,
forming a sheet on a porous surface,
s0 that the water may drain off, and
drying the sheet of paper thus formed.
Different materials are used for the
pulp to make the different grades of
paper, wood pulp being now used in
the manufacture of nearly all the fine

. papers, rags for writing and other fine
paper, straw and manila- in making
wrapping papers, etc. But a large
amount of paper is given its distine-

' tive character after it leaves the paper
mill by surface coatings with various
substances.”
